DENIES “GIVING POISON. 


Report from Causes 


ayes More Suspicion, but No 


A new warrant for W. H. Dufree, the al- 
leged wife murderer, was sworn out at Elgin 
yesterday and Dufree was locked up in jail. 

The warrant was issued on complaint of 
Silas Cunningham. brother of the supposed 
victim. It sets forth that to the best of 
Cunningham's knowledge and belief Dufree 
administered to Elizabeth Dufree “a large 
quantity of poison, by means whereof she 
became mortally sick and subsequently 
died. 

The searrest of Dufree ihe hastened by a 
preliminary report from the doctors at the 
Columbus Memorial laboratory stating the 


result of the microscopical examination 44 


the vital organs of Mrs. Dufree, which have 
been taken there for analysis. A letter was 
received by Coroner Humphrey of Geneva 
stating that unusual symptoms had been 
discovered. The vital organe showed evi- 
dence of inflammation and the stomach was 
contracted into the shape of an hour glass. 


Await Chemical 
No poison has been detected and the doc- 
tors state that a chemical analysis will be 
necessary to determine its presence, The 
coroner ordered the chemical analysis,’ and 
it will be finished in two or three days. The 
coroner's jury will meet again on Saturday. 
Dufree still insists that he is innocent of bis 

wife’ s death. 

Iam inno- 
cent.“ was his declaration, upon being taken 
into custody.

Suspicion against Dufree has increased 
with the discovery that he had one more wife 


| than he was apparently willing to acknowl- 


edge. Another new feature was added to the 
dase in the afternoon when Mrs. Charles 
Fritz of Dundee, a sister of the dead Bertha 
Lorenz, the second wife of Dufree, told her 
story. Her statement§ also threw light on 
the alleged fourth wife of Dufree, who was 
buried in 1900, two years — the death 
of Mrs. Lorenz Dufree. 


Mystery of Alleged Fourth Wire. 

This alleged fourth wife was a Mrs. Marie 
Dufree, according to the records of the 
Bluff City cemetery, where she is buried. 
This woman, according to Mrs. Frits, was 
known in Dundee as Nettie, and was intro- 
duced by Dufree as his wife when he went 
to that town twelve years ago. 

Dufree was known in Dundee as Harry 
Free, said Mrs. Fritz. When he first 
dame to Dundee this woman that we knew 
as Nettie was with him. She wae about 60 
years old. Some time afterward we were 
surprised to learn that my aste Bertha, 
then only 14 years old, had eloped with Free. 
When they returned Free was asked about 
Nettie. He replied that she wae only his 
housekeeper. She continued to reside with 
Free and my sister until 1900,” 

Dufree when asked about the woman said 
that she was his sister. Later he declared 
she was the wife of his brother, Charles 
H. Dufree, who died ten years ago. The 
records of the city clerk's office register the 
death of the woman as Mrs. C. H. Dufree. 
The records of the cemetery give the name 
as Mrs. Marie Dufree. The superintendent 
says that W. H. Dufree told him the woman 
was his wife. Neighbors of Dufree state 
that he gave his wife white powders during 
her Ulness. It is alleged that he also ad- 
ministered similar medicine to Mrs. Loreng 
Dufree. The prisoner admitted to the police 
that he gave his wife a powder, but said it 
was carbonate of soda, for her stomach. 

The death of Mrs. Lorenz Dufree was al- 


leged to have been sudden. Dr. O. IL. Pel- 


ton of Elgin, who attended her a few days 

before her death, stated last night that the 

sudden death was not of itself suspicious, 
“She was in an extremely critical con- 


such that sudden death was not unexpected.”
